Last Friday night marked 
the Québec debut of Images 
in Vogue. 

The Vancouver synth-pop 
band got a remarkably cool 
reception opening for Honey- 
moon Suite in McGill's 
Union Ballroom. 

"The crowd wasn't exactly 
on our side," said Bassist 
Gary Smith, in an interview 
with the Supplement. "There 
were some people getting into 
it at the front there were 
definitely some growlers at 
the back." 

Not even their 1983 hit 
"Lust for Love" could warm 
the capacity crowd to Image's 
danccable beat. 

"We still haven't had 
much exposure here because 
"Lust for Love," which was 



fairly big in the rest of 
Canada, didn't do very well 
here. Edmonton and Mon- 
tréal were the only places it 
didn't." 

In Toronto, the first stop 
of this two-month Canadian " 
tour, the story was different. 
Their show at the 1 ,200 seat 
Copa was a sellout — Images 
in Vogue headlining. 

But, not all the blame for 
the lacklustre reception in 
Montréal lies with the au- 
dience.

I was leafing through the 
February 23rd edition of the Globe 
and Mall when a headline jumped 
out at me: "Dalhousle students to 
Invest to hold down tuition fees." 
The article then went on to outline 
how, In return for donating $15 a 
year, each of the 10,000 students 
have helped to keep tuition fee In- 
creases below a certain level. The 
developments at Dalhousle do 
much more than just highlight the 
nationwide trend towards Increas- 
ing tuition fees. These 
developments also shed light upon 
a sense of solidarity and 
resourcefulness that must be very 
strong among Dalhousle students 
at the moment. 

Recent education commission 
reports in . Canada have recom- 
mended the raising of tuition fees 
to help struggling schools meet 
operating costs. While this can be 
explained by an increased dépen- 
dance on large 'C Conservative 
policies here in Mulroney's Canada, 
the surprising unity with which the 
Dalhousle student body reacted 
runs notably against It. 

According to the Globe and Mall, 
Dalhousle Student Council vice- 
president Rusty James agrees with 
Dalhousle University President An- 
drew MaçKay when he' suspects 
that "...the shrewdness of our 
students may be copied in other 
quarters." If the general level of stu- 
dent activism here at McGill is an 
accurate yardstick, it would seem 
that Mr. MacKay must have been 
seized by a fit of unusually blind op-, 
timism. But Is this university really 
populated by the sophists who 
would pull down Plato's Republic 
by claiming that the present world 
Is the vest of all possible worlds 
because of its mere existence? 
There are certainly many small, 
hard corse of people each with its 
own mission to fulfill. What is 
severely lacking, however, Is the 
sense of co-operation and common 
purpose recently exhibited In 
Halifax. 

I refuse to submit to the 
hackneyed yet often misquoted no- 
tion that students of the eighties 
are only interested in furthering 
their own career goals, and attend 
university for that reason alone. 
One only has to look at the swelling 
ranks of the liberal arts students to 
see that this notion is quite wrong. 
What, then is the reason for 
McGill's collective yawn? 

The Student Council may have 
something to do with it. According 
to the Globe and Mail article, the 
Dalhousle Council was Instrumen- 
tal In winning over the administra- 
tion, yet without almost unanimous 
support from the students 
themselves, the plan would certain- 
ly havo died. This is the most distur- 
bing part of the whole problem of 
student complancency. While any 
number of groups and organiza- 
tions on campus may come up with 
fabulous Ideas, without resounding 
support from the student body, 
these are doomed to fall. Thus, I of- 
fer an early but much needed 
challenge to next year's Student 
Council, to keep alive and publicize 
the flow of Ideas. Much more impor- 
tantly, though, I also challenge the 
whole McGill student body to act 
upon these ideas. Let us do 
something groat, and for once make 
one man's optimism soem 
reasonable.

I would like to elaborate upon a 
point in R.W. McCubbin's loter of 1 1 
March. Without commenting on 
other contents of the letter, I should 



like to focus on McCubbin's listing 
of the "holocausts" of the twen- 
tieth century, particularly "those 
starving Erltreans". It may be of In- 
terest to many that "those starving 
Erltreans", unlike the starving in 
other parts of that region of Africa, 
were starving as least partly un- 
necessarily, with reference to their 
Immediate resources.

A small 
harvest having been reaped, 
however, the landowners could not 
be expected to give their grain to 
their fellow citizens, but rather to 
sell that grain to American relief 
agencies, who would then 
distribute it among the needy. If the 
relief agencies failed to gather 
together sufficient funds for the 
purchase the grain was to havo 
been exported, all In the name of 
freo enterprise and private property. 

Perhaps McCubbin meant to In- 
clude "those starving Erltreans" as 
a further example of the barbarism 
of mankind (and I use this gender 
specific term intentionally and ap- 
propriately) Incarnate In the actions 
of the government of Ethiopia, but 
McCubbin and others should know 
of the atrocities Inflicted by the 
Erltrean "rebels" in the name of "In- 
dividual liberty."
